! emphasize the question of re- 
Inforcements because no other 
question is more important to our 
fighting men, The government is 
fully aware of the public concern 
about reinforcements. 

Let me begin by placing the 
question in its true perspective in 
the picture of Canada’s total mili- 
tary effort. Since 1939, nearly 
1,000,000 men have served in Can- 
ada’s three armed forces. The pres- 
ent strength of the three services 
is about 750,000. All but 68,000 are 
volunteers. These figures repre- 
sent a stupendous achievement in 
raising fighting men for a nation 
of less than 12,000,000, particularly 
when account is taken of the man- 
power required for war production 
and vital civilian services 


ARMY ONLY PROBLEM 

The problem of reinforcements 
concerns one of the three 
armed services. The navy and the 
air foree have no such problem, 
The navy, the 85,000 men in the 
service, has reached the peak of its 
manpower needs. The air force, 
with 190,000 men in its ranks, has 
passed the peak of its manpower 
requirements. For that, we should 
all be thankful. The reason is that 
air force casualties, though costly, 
have been very much lighter than 
were anticipated 

The present strength of the army 
including the draftees is over 455,- 
000 men. Of this number, about 
390,000 are volunteers. 

Over 45,000 men have volun- 
teered for general service since 
Jan. 1 of the present year. Most 
of the men now in the army have 
been in its ranks for one, two, 
three or four years. All but re- 
cent recruits have received long, 
rigorous and varied training. 

It is against this background that 
we should examine the statement 
that reinforcements without ade- 
quate training are being sent into 
action. 

HUGE ORGANIZATION 

The Canadian army is a huge or- 
ganization. At one time or another, 
more than 650,000 men have served 
in its ranks during this war. Of 
that great number a few may have 
failed to receive all the training 
prescribed. Com petent officers 
have made the most careful review. 
They find that the number of these 
exceptional cases is 
small. The highest military advis- 
ers of the government are satisfied 
that reinforcements sent into action 
have been well trained, 

The record of Canada’s army in 
Italy, France, Belgium and Hol- 
land is not the record of an army 
of which any part lacked ade- 
quate training. On the contrary, 
the military achievements of our 
army are the best possible evi- 
dence of the efficiency of its 
training. Since they went into 
action in July, 1943, our troops 
have received a steady stream of 
reinforcements to replace casual- 
ties, 

The recent victories on 
Scheldte are the answer to 
who say, because of insufficiently 
trained reinforcements, the army is 
not being adequately supported 

The need for reinforcements is, 
of course, based upon the number 
of casualties. When we speak of 
the number of casualties, this does 
not mean the number killed. It 
means the number killed, wounded, 
missing and prisoners of war, and 
also those who because of sickness 
or other incapacity are not avail- 
able for immediate combat 


MUST BE ESTIMATED 

The probable number of casual- 
ties has to be estimated in advance. 
Before D-Day, no-one could possibly 
know how great the casualties 
would be in northwestern Europe, 
The military experts of all the for- 
ces which landed in France made 
the most careful estimates of prob- 
able casualties. These estimates 
were based on experience in other 
theatres, on the probable nature of 
the operations in 
low countries, and on the most 
careful appreciation of the strength 
of enemy resistance 

In the actual fighting, the total 
casualties in our army have not

date. But, during his recent visit 
to the army overseas, Colonel 
Ralston learned that to provide 
reinforcements for Suture casual- 
ties at present rates, ‘he flow of 
infantry reinforcements from 
Canada should be accelerated. 
One fact needs to be emphasized 
There is not an over-all shortage 
of potential reinforcements. Many 
thousands of men are in training 
now and enlistments are continu- 
ing at an encouraging rate. Be 
cause we cannot tell how long the 
war may last, we must, as long as a 
possible need may arise, continue 
to recruit men for the army to keep 


up the supply of reinforcements 
But recent recruits and those who 
enlist from now on will not be 


available until they are trained 
IMMEDIATE PROBLEM 

Col, Ralston’s report to the gov- 
ernment disclosed an immediate 
problem which had to be faced 
That problem is to find the means 
of speeding up the flow of fully 
trained infantry reinforcements to 
meet, not an aciual shortage of re- 
inforcements now, but a possible 
shortage in the next few months 


The question many of you will 
ask at once, is: Why not send 
overseas some of the draftees 
who are fully trained in Canada 
under the National Resources 
Mobilization Act? 

That will seem to many of you 
the easiest way of meeting the 
problem. It is not, however, in ac- 
cord with the policy of keeping our 
army overseas a 100 per cent vol 
untary army if we possibly can 
The voluntary system of raising 

jour overseas forces has produced 
| splendid results during five years 
of war 

We have 
Canada’s forces, 


always believed that 
having begun as 
voluntary forces, would be more 
effective, and that the country 
| would be more united in their sup- 
| port, if we continued to rely upon 
the voluntary system for reinforce- 
| ments as long as the voluntary sys- 
|tem continued to be effective 


HAD GRAVE DOUBTS 

Col. Ralston had grave doubts of 
our ability to keep up the flow of 
reinforcements in the next few 
| months by voluntary means. He 
considered, therefore, that he had 
no alternative but to recommend 
| that draftees should be sent over- 
seas as reinforcements. 

The acceptance of this recom- 
mendation would have required 
agreement by the government 
that no alternative existed to a 
resort to conscription for over- 
seas service. | do not need to 
stress the gravity of the decision 
the government was then obliged 
to face. Days of anxious delibera- 
tion were devoted to an xplora- 
tion of all possible alternatives. 
When I realized that unless Col- 

}onel Ralston’s recommendation 
| were accepted by the cabinet, his 
resignation would follow, I felt it 
to be my duty as prime minister, to 
|seek the most expert advice 1 be- 
lieved to be available. 


CONSULTED McNAUGHTON 

I accordingly consulted Gen. Me- 
| Naughton, As the builder and first 
commander of the Canadian army 
I knew there was no man who had 
the interests of the army and the 
men overseas closer to his heart. 
Gen. MeNaughton expressed the 
| belief that the possibilities of secur- 
ing the required reinforcements by

| voluntary means had not been ex 
hausted, 

The recommendation made by 
Col. Ralston was not accepted, Fol- 
lowing his resignation, Gen. Me- 
Naughton assumed the duties of 
Minister of National Defence. 


! regret deeply the difference 
which led to Col, Ralston’s resig- 
nation, No man in Canada has 
given more selfless and devoted 
service to his country throughout 
the war. In this matter Col. Ral- 
ston has followed the dictates of 
his conscience in what he feels 
he owes to his pledged word. 

I need not give assurances of 
Gen. McNaughton’s devotion to his 

; country, or of his determination to 
see that full support is given to the 
army. 


It is important to remember that | 


|the former Minister of National

| GIVES FACTS, FIGURES 
Let me give you some facts and 
figures which were before the govy- 
ernment in reaching its decision. 
There is a widespread impression 
that 60 or 70 or even 80 thousand 
draftees have been sitting around 
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Map above shows how continuous, ever- 
forward pounding of American forces in 
the Pacific has broken up Japan’s formid- 
able empire of conquered islands. 
few islands remain under Jap control with- 
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in the former limits of her farthest ad- 
vance, and these are all vulnerable to Am- 
erican air and sea attack, as are the Philip- 
pines and Japanese home islands them- 


largest group, about 43,000 have en 
listed as volunteers for general 
service in the army. General sery 
ice includes overseas. In 
the army overseas fighting today 
are many thousands of men who 
were once draftees 


The “Home Defence” army is 
not a static force. Its composition 
is constantly changing. This year, 
nearly 15,000 men have been call- 
up and enrolled as draftees, and 
more than 10,000 draftees have 
volunteered for general service. 
Since the landing in France in 
June voluntary enlistments for 
overseas from the “Home De- 
fence” troops have been higher 
than the numbers called up and 
accepted as draftees. 

From a purely military stand- 
point, there is no argument that it 
is preferable to reinforce a volun- 
tary army with volunteers. The 
military authorities report that en 
listing gives the draftees a new out- 
look, new self-respect, and a deter

mination that comes from having 
made a great decision. That is 
bound to make them better sol- 
diers. 

VERY IMPORTANT 

This is very important, because 


we are as much concerned with the 


quality, as with the numbers, of 
men sent overseas as reinforce- 
ments 


We must remember that if draf- 
tees are sent overseas before they 
volunteer, they will not be going to 
reinforce an army of drafted men 
Over and over again it has been 
said that conscripted men would be 
received without enthusiasm by the 
volunteers they were sent overseas 
to join 


It is also said that the presence 
of conscripts would constitute a 
source of division, and possible 
dissention, in the fighting units. 
That is nevertheless a risk the 
government would have to take, 
if it were necessary to enable 
Canada to bear her just share of 


the load in the winning of the 
war. 
But that is not the situation 


There are some thousands of train 
ed volunteers already overseas or 
about to be despatched overseas as 
reinforcements. Others are being 
re-mustered. There are, in addi- 
tion, many thousands of volunteers 
in training in the army in Canada 
|Every day draftees are volunteer- 
ing for overseas service. We _ be- 
lieve their number can be increas- 
ed by emphasizing anew the need 
and the opportunity for overseas 
service

Without any compulsion or any 


intensification of present methods 
a considerable number of ‘hese 
draftees would volunteer. We _ be- 
lieve many more can be secured by 


a special appeal. The actual liffer- 


ence in numbers secured by the 
two methods might be very small 
indeed 

The voluntary system has not 


broken down. At the moment, it 
is subject to an added strain 
which calls for an intensified ef- 
fort at home, in the period im- 
mediately ahead, particularly to 
provide personnel in an advanc- 
ed stage of training. 

How great the difficulties would 
be in substituting conscription for 
overseas service for the voluntary 
system no one knows, But every 
one who is honest with himself 
knows that there would be genuine 
difficulties and that they might be 


very grave. Instead, we are re- 
doubling our efforts to meet the 


existing situation by the voluntary 
method. In these efforts, I appeal 
for the patriotic co-operation of all 
Canadians. 


WHY NOT DISBAND? 
Many of you will ask why, if they 


are not to be sent overseas, the 


disbanded? There 
are several reasons, One is that 
ever since early in 1942 draftees 
have been enlisting and going over- 
Many more are trained, and 
wish to volunteer for service

Another reason is that while 
the war is not yet advanced to 
the stage where the government 
can announce a detailed plan of 
demobilization, it has been decid- 
ed to follow the principle that 
those men who have given the 
longest and the hardest service 
will be given the first opportun- 
ity of demobilization. Obviously 
that means a first preference in 
discharge and in employment op- 
portunities for those with over- 
seas service. 

But this does not mean that draf- 
tees will be maintained in idleness 
As long as we have an army over- 


seas, Canada remains the ultimate 
base of its operations. We must 
maintain a considerable military 


establishment for the training of re- 
inforcements, the provision of sup- 
ply and certain other non-opera- 
tional duties. 

Military garrisons in Newfound- 
land and on the coasts cannot be 
entirely abandoned. Many of these 
duties can be and are being per- 
formed by volunteers who are not 
fit for combat service. Some of 
these duties will necessarily con- 
tinue to be discharged by draftees. 


CONTINUE COMPULSION 

While we prefer the voluntary 
system for overseas service, com- 
pulsion will continue to be used to 
ensure that fit men of military age 
perform national service required 
by our war effort. Draftees employ- 


ed in national service will remain 
in the army under discipline at 
army rates of pay. Obviously, it 


would not be fair to allow draftees 
preferential treatment by giving 
them civilian work at civilian rates 
of pay. 


Another reason why draftees, 


except those who for physical or 
other reasons have ceased to be 
useful as soldiers, should not be 
disbanded, is that so long as they 
are in the army and adequately 
trained, they will continue to be 
a potential ultimate reserve of 
reinforcements (whose compul- 
sory employment in any theatre 
may, in the light of developing 
circumstances, have to be recon- 
sidered. 

To increase the flow of infantry 
reinforcements for the army we 
shall intensify our effort to eneour- 
age voluntary enlistment. The ex 
isting establishment of the army in 
Canada and in England will be re- 
viewed with the object of freeing 
every volunteer who is fit for com- 
bat duty. We shall continue to draft 
men reaching military age for com- 
pulsory training and service 


INDIVIDUAL APPEALS 


We shall make every effort to 
have al) draftees told individually 
of the need of their services. We 
shall also make every effort to 
have each draftee told individu- 


ally of the practical benefits to his 


own future of becoming a volun- 
teer and enjoying the full oppor- 
tunities for successful re-establish- 
ment in civil life. In this we shall 
follow the principle set forth by 
Gen. McNaughton “You cannot 
drive men of spirit but you can en- 
courage and lead them.” 

The glory of Canada’s fight for 
freedom is the imperishable fact 
that every Canadian in uniform 
at sea, in the air and on every 
fighting front is there by his own 
choice. In this world conflict 
Canada has produced a race of 
noble warriors. The light in their 
eyes is the light of liberty, and 
the fire in their hearts is the fire 
of spirits dedicated to the service 
of their fellowmen. 


This is not the hour to destroy 
that magnificent record, It is the 
hour to kindle the fire of free sery- 
ice in the hearts of all our young 
men in the army and outside its 
ranks. 


CALLS FOR SUPPORT 


I would ask 
dians, without distinction of race 
or creed to join with me in the 
appeal which I now make for full 
support to Canada’s army overseas 
I ask all to join no less unitedly 
than we have joined in the appeal 
for the victory loan.

adequate to meet requirements to 


call men for compulsory service 
in Canada for the duration of the 
war.

is about 68,000, Of these some 
9,000 are on extended leave, on 
compassionate or other grounds. 
Many of them are unsuited for 
military duties. Of the so-called 
“Home Defence” force the effec- 
tive total strength, therefore, is 
under 60,000, 

Here I pause to correct one wide 
spread false impression about the 
draftees, Of the 60,000 only 23,000 
are from the Province of Quebec 
and only 25,000 from all Canada are 
French speaking, 


WASTAGE OF 33,000 

You will ask what has happened 
to the other 82,000 draftees accept- 
ed by the army since 1941, There 
has been a wastage of about 33,000

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Disappointing 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King’s ad- 
dress to the Canadian people last night on 
the conscription crisis was ingenious and 
undoubtedly sincere. If there is a case to 
be made out for the retention of conscripts 
in Canada, this probably is the best case 
that could be made out. 

Nevertheless, this speech was disap- 
pointing because it failed so markedly to 
answer the questions Canadians are ask- 
ing. It was remarkable, not so much for 
what it said, as for what it left out. One 
could admire the pleading without being 
impressed with the argument. 

There will be general disappointment 
that Mr. King did not make public Colonel 
Ralston’s letter of resignation because 
Colonel Ralston had stated that he had ex- 
plained therein the detailed reasons for his 
report that conscripts should be sent over- 
seas. The public cannot begin to weigh the 
issues without this information. 

There was a feeling, therefore, that Mr. 
King fell short of complete candor in this 
particular. 

There were misgivings, too, over the 
Prime Minister’s failure to refer to the 
plebiscite of 1942 which, in the Canadian 
mind, is the crux of the situation because 
it laid on the Government a decisive and 
overwhelming mandate to institute equal- 
ity of sacrifice in the war effort—a prin- 
ciple which is inherent in democracy. 

Mr, King’s speech made it clear that 
there is to be no change in the present un- 
equal system. His words will bring sharp 
disappointment to a vast number of Cana- 
dians and to the fighting men overseas.

Stalin Drops a Hin 


In his Revolution Day address Marshal 
Stalin named Japan as one of the aggressor 
nations, which must be prevented by inter- 
national action from again disturbing the 
peace of the world. 

Since the first step in such international 
action must be to destroy the Japanese mili- 
tary power, this sounds like a hint that 
Moscow intends to co-operate in that most 
laudable undertaking when Nazi Germany 
has been rendered harmless. That in fact 
is the logical inference, if or to the extent 
that Russian help then seems to be needed 
to accomplish the purpose quickly. 

If this help should extend only to per- 
mitting the other Allies to use air and 
naval bases in Siberia, it would be of almost 
incalculable advantage. From such bases 
the war could be carried to Japan as the 
attack on Hitler’s Europe was carried from 
Britain. 

Moscow, it is said, has never informed 
Washington or London that it will or will 
not take a hand in rounding up the aggres- 
sor in the Pacific. If Premier Koiso has 
drawn any comfort from past silence on the 
subject, he will get none from knowing that 
the Marshal has put Japan on the list of 
outlaw nations which must be put under 
control.

Full Power to Act 


As a result of Tuesday's elections, the 
Democrats will have a substantial majority 
in both the Senate and the House of Repre- 
sentatives; therefore power to carry on the 
internal and external policies of the United 
States unhampered by opposition forces.

It is, in all human probability, the Con-

formed unconsciously 
Air swallowing may in some in- 


stances be followed by a very pain- 
ful distention of the stomach, In 
other instances it may cause only 
a mild discomfort consisting chiefly 
i of a feeling of fullness 

Nervous patients are especially 
|} prone to get into this habit, but 
even those with normal nerves may 


unknowingly form the habit of 
swallowing air 

The scientific term for this dis- 
order is aerophagia. The air may 
be swallowed with food or drink, 


during hiccoughs, or during the act 
of belching. In some of the patienis 
I have examined it has occurred 
with gum chewing, the patients un- 
consciously swallowing great gulps 
of air while chewing their favorite 
brand of gum. While this latter

After the patient has swallowed 
enough air to make him think he 
is having a gas attack, he may de- 
ve » difficult in breathing, a 
rapid beating of the heart and a 
f hed ite of the skin This is | 
because the air-distended stomach 
will push against the heart and 
will also cause pressure upon cer- 
tain rerves rhe accompanying 
sympton ich as shortness of 
breath dizziness and irregular 
heart beat, may cause the patient 
considerable anxiety 

A correct diagnosis is of the ut- 
most importance because a cure is 
so simple once this disorder is 
recognized Yet many patients 


with this trouble become convinced 
they have something seriously 
wrong with them and drift from 
{ or to doctor without ever find- 


ao 
ing the remedy, which literally lies 


under their noses 

The easiest way to make the di 
agnosis is to examine the patient 
with the fluorscope. This type of 
X-ray equipment ll easily detect 
the patient in the act of swallow- 
ing. The bolus of air can be seen 
coming down the esophagus and 
entering the stomach, sometimes 
while the patient is engaged in 
belching and thinking that he is 
relieving the stomach of gas. If 
the patient is a pronounced air 
wallower, a large enough pocket 
may be formed to show up with 
the X-ray like a balloon

Reveals Increase 


Revenue from the city telephone
